T have the honour to submit my report for the year 1886-87 on the Savings Banks estab- 
lished by Government in this country. The report is late this year, as it has been necessary 
to reconcile the figures in it with the Finance and Revenue Accounts of the year, and this at 
first presented some difficulty owing to a misunderstanding which has now been removed. 


2, There are two descriptions of these Banks, viz., Banks open to the Public and Service 
Institutions ; the former comprise Presidency and Post Office Banks, and the latter State Rail- 
way Provident Tnstitutions, Civil Engineers’ Provident Fund and. Military Banks. The State 
Railway Provident Institutions are for the non-pensionable employés of the State Railways. 
The Civil Engineers’ Provident Fund is for the officers of the Public Works and Telegray 
Departments, ‘and the \ilitary Banks for the non-commissioned officers and _ soldiers re 
European Army 3 but when these men leave their regiments and go on detached military 
service, they are permitted under special arrangements to transfer their savings to a Presi- 
dency Bank. : 
3, Nothing special has occurred during the year in- connection with these Banks, I 
enclose the usual statements marked I to VIL, the principal facts in which may be summarist 
as follows :—On the 3lst March 1887 there were 6,230 Government Savings Banks in India, 
and they contained 239,445 accounts, whick received from Government R19,67,668 as interest 
balances aggregating R5,79,86,983, In addition to these balances the i 
tors held Government Promissory Notes, of which those in my custody amounted to pe ar 
and in that of the Accountant General, Bombay, to 18,300, making a total of R417, 400.

J.—REPORTS ON THE WORKING OF THE MINTS. 


Imports and coinage : Gold. —The net imports of gold into India in 1886-87 
amounted in value to R2,17,70,652 against R2,76,29,847 in 1885-86. No gold 
was coined in either Mint. In Calcutta, gold of the value of R92,686, consist- 
ing almost entirely of bazar bar gold, was tendered for coinage, the tenderers 
being paid in gold mohurs from the reserve stock in the Bank of Bengal. A 
quantity of low touch gold, valued at R91,980, obtained from the melting 
down of plate, foil, &c., was also received in the Calcutta Mint from the Prize 
Committee at Mandalay ; but, not being fit for coinage, was sold on behalf of 
the Committee. 


In the Bombay Mint the stock of gold at the beginning of 1886-87 repre- 
sented a value of only R4,602. It was increased to #4,632 by 10 gold coins 
received from the Royal Asiatic Society. No gold was tendered for coinage by 
the public, and the only issues were in the form of medals for public depart- 
ments and private individuals to the value of R1,399.

4. Recoinage of old coin.—The amount of defaced and uncurrent coin 
remitted to the Calcutta Mint for réecoinage was #11,37,424, being less than 
that of the previous year by 831,64,742. This included Burmese Peacock — 
rupees of the nominal value of R2,70,386, shroff-marked coin valued at — 
R3,37,352, and uncurrent coin of the value of R4,54,068 transferred from the 
Bombay Mint. In the Bombay Mint the amount ‘of uncurrent coin’ received 
for recoinage was 3} lakhs of rupees,.including coin of native mintage to the 
value of a lakh. The los on recoinage operations amounted to R13,125 in 


Calcutta and 3,081 in Bombay. 


5. Silver tendered for coinage by or on behalf of the Currency Depart-— 
ment.—In 1886-87, silver to the value of R1,59,82,723 was tendered through 
the Currency Department for coinage in the Calcutta Mint ; in 1885-86, the 
value was R4,83,23,963. , 

In the Bombay Mint 83,46,18,702 was tendered for coinage through the — 
Currency Department.« Of this sum R51,31,296 was transferred to Calcutta 
to be coined there; this sum is part of the 159 lakhs mentioned above. 


6. Copper coinage,—The coinage of copper amounted to R11,71,289 in 
- 1886-87 against R8,13,610 in 1885-86, more than three-fourths being coined 
in Calcutta. Cent pieces of the value of 34,020 and 250,300 were coined in 
Caleutta for the Governments of Ceylon and the Straits Settlements respect- 
ively. Tangas were coined for the Portuguese Indian Government’ to the 
value of #1,07,631 in Calcutta and 82,370 in Bombay.

with ments of silver containing bismuth. In the Calcutta Mint some 
‘silver was found to contain tin, and though this metal formed only about a 
thousandth part of the mass of bullion, yet this minute proportion was sufficient 
to cause brittleness. — : 


' ‘Dr. Scully has published a useful and interesting paper containing the 
results of his investigations into the effects produced on the ductility, of silver 
by the presence of bismuth. He summarises the results as follows :— 


(1) The Indian assay process for silver bullion is, incidentally, a deli- 

‘cate qualitative test for the presence of bismuth in such bullion. 

(2) The assay process can be readily modified so as to give accurate 

iit results in the presence of such proportions of bismuth as are 

likely to be encountered in practice. . 

(3) Fine silver when alloyed with only 1 per mille of bismuth has its 
ductility sensibly impaired thereby; and 1 per cent. of bismuth 
is sufficient to render fine silver, or alloys of it with copper down 
to 906 fine, extremely brittle. 

(4) Fine silver alloyed with small quantities of bismuth, and silver-cop- _ 

r alloys down to 980 fine when containing small proportions of 
ismuth, have the remarkable property of being more: ductile 
when rapidly cooled in water after casting than if allowed to cool 

very slowly, thus resembling bronze in this respect. 

(5) Coinage bars such as are used in the Calcutta Mint, and with the 
procedure there adopted for rolling, are quite unfit for coinage 
owing to brittleness, if they contain only 3 per mille of bismuth; 
while if the latter metal forms less than 0°5 per mille of the whole 
mass, the ductility of the bars is not much affected.”
